Antal- Palestinian clashes flare up again 


BEIRUT (R) — President Amin Gemayel 
Friday received a letter from U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan ex plaining the reasons for his 
attempt to Isolate Beirut airport after the 
hijack of an American jet, Lebanese officials 
said. 


U.S. Ambassador Reginald 
Bartholomew delivered the mes- 
sage to Mr. Gemayel, who told 
him that Lebanon had officially 
denounced the hijacking and hel- 
ped in negotiations to free Ame- 
rican hostages held by the hij- 
ackers. the officials said. 

Beirut Radio quoted Mr. Gem- 
ayel as telling Mr. Bartholomew 
thai Lebanon “regretted and was 
surprised at America's unjust act- 
ion.'’ 

Mr. Gemayel also repeated bis 
view ‘that Washington should 
“direct its attention to the roots of 
terrorism., which lie outside Leb- 
anon," the Lebanese officials 
added 

They said Lebanon might ask 
the Arab Transport Federation to 
meet urgently to- consider 
counter-measures, possibly inc- 
luding barring US. airlines from 
Arab airports and airspace, and 
denying U.S. ships access to Arab 
ports. 

Foreign Ministry officials ear- 


lier briefed European and Asian 
envoys on plans drawn up Thu- 
rsday to end militia control of the 
airport and refurbish its outdated 
technical facilities. 

Lebanon has protested to the 
U.N. Security Cbunril over the 
American bid to boycott the air- 
port after die June 14 hijadt'of 
a Trans World Airlines (TWA) 
plane by militant Sh files who held 
U.S. hostages in Beirut hideouts 
for two weeks. 

Earth barriers were built on 
Wednesday on the orders of 
Shfite and Druze leaders Nabih 
Beni and Walid Junblau to stop 
gunmen from driving onto airport- 
runways. 

The’ two men- are cabinet min- 
isters. but their militias control the 
airport and its environs. 

Beirut newspapers said it was 
unlikely Washington would lift its 
ban before impartial state securin' 
forces ende.d anarchic militia rale 
at the airport and in Beirut.

11 SLA men 
falHnto 
Amal hands 

BEIRUT (R) — Eleven men of 
the Israeli-backed “South Leb- 
anon Army" (SLA) militia have 
fallen into the hands of Shfite 
Muslim Amal fighters in South 
Lebanon, security sources said 
Friday. 

Four SLA men left their post at 
Jantara village on the fringe of 
Israel's self-styled “security zone” 
in the south Thursday night and 
surrendered to Amal in the port of 
Tyre, the sources said. 

An Amal force, led by SLA def- 
ector Ali Jaber, returned to (Jan- 
tara before dawn and shouted to 
seven SLA men still there to sur- 
render. Two who resisted wre sli- 
ghtly hurt. 

U.N. peacekeeping troops 
beard shots and grenade blasts 
from 'Jantara before the Amal 
fighters left with their captives. 

A joint Israeli-SLA force of 
about 50 troops was later amb- 
ushed on its way to < Jantara, but 
suffered no casualties and re- 
occupied the empty SLA position, 
die security sources said. 

Ali Jaber was also leadeT of the 
11 SLA men who defected to 
Amal on June 7 after Famish U.N. 
troops staged a mock battle at 
< Jantara to give them an excuse to 
surrender. The SLA, demanding 
return of its men, took 21 Finnish 
soldiers hostage but freed them 
eight days later 

Amal leader in the south Daw- 
oud Dawoud announced at a rally 
in Deir ijanoun village near Tyre 
that Amal had attacked the Uan- 
tra post and captured six SLA mil- 
itiamen. 


PLO condemns Israeli order 
against labour meeting

AMMAN — The director of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Occupied Homeland Aff- 
airs Department. Mohammad 
Milhem. Friday condemned Isr- 
aeli measures to halt the con- 
vocation of the first trade union 
conference, which was due.ro- be 
held in Jerusalem on Friday and 
described the Lsraeli measure as 
illegal and inhuman. 

Mr. Milhem was commenting 
on an Israeli decision banning the 
convocation of the conference and 
the arrest of a number of Arab 
workers and union leaders and 
manhandling them after breaking 
into the conference's hall. 

The Lsraeli occupation aut- 
horities blocked the convening of 
the conference by ordering a the- 
atre in Jerusalem, were ii^pas sch- 
eduled to be held, closed for 24 
hours. 

Palestinians staged pro tests aga- 
inst the Israeli move and dashed 
with Israeli police, according to 
reports. The Israelis also arrested 
three protesters. 

An estimated 100 dem- 
onstrators participated in' the 
sit-in to protest the one-day clo- 
sure of the Hafcawati theatre in 
East Jerusalem. The Israeli army 
had closed the theatre to prevent 
the Palestinian labour union from 
holding the conference. 

Union members identified the 
.arrested men as fellow union 
members Ismail Tobanje. 22, and 
Suleiman Dari of Jerusalem and 
Adel Mohammad Dandls. 20. 
from Hebron. 

A copy of the army order to 
dose the theatre, said the theatre's 


closure was based on l.srae!i“eme~ 
rgency regulations.*' 

Mr. Milhem said the brutal Isr- 
aeli attack against the workers is a 
pari of the “Lsraeli policy aimed at 
striking trade unions in the occ- 
upied West Bank and Gaza Strip 
and preventing them from con- 
tinuing their struggle for restoring 
their national and legitimate 
rights” 

Mr. Milhem added that the Isr- 
aeli authorities “have always den- 
ied workers their right to organise 
themselves to defend their causes 
and interests and to improve their 
conditions, particularly when their 
conditions are deteriorating as a 
result of the Israeli ejqpansionist 
policies in the occupied ter- 
ritories.” 

“The Israeli authorities always 
try to interfere in the internal aff- 
airs of Palestinian trade unions 
and issue military orders banning 
their meetings and work con- 
tinuously on changing the existing 
rules and regulations governing 
trade union activities,” Mr. Mil- 
hem. a member of the PLO Exe- 
cutive Committee, added. 

Mr. Milhem appealed to all 
Arab and international trade uni-, 
ons to express solidarity with the 
Palestinian workers ana to work 
on exposing the Israeli practices

Jordan, Egypt stress urgency 
for action on Feb. 11 accord 

Hussein, Mubarak say ‘this is last chance’

AMMAN — His Majesty King 
Hussein and Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak have warned that 
the chance for achieving a just and 
durable peace in the Middle East 
as offered by the Feb. 11 
Jordanian -Palestinian agreement 
.could be “lost forever’" if no pra- 
ctical measures are taken within 
the next few months. The two 
Arab leaders urged all parties 
concerned to “make use of this 
last opportunity.” 

The warning was contained in 
separate statement issued by the 
King and President Mubarak after 
they held a few hours of intensive 
talks in Aqaba, to where the Egy- 
ptian leader paid a five-hour visit 
on Thursday. 

The talks were the First between 
King Hussein and President Mub- 
arak after the King's return last 
month from the U.S., where he 
.pie; U.S. President Ronald Rea- 
gan. and London, where he held 
discussions with British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher. 

The Jordanian-Egyptian sum- 
mit talks were attended by Prime 
Minister Zaid Rifai, Royal Court 
Chief Marwan Al 'Jasern. Court 
Minister Adnan Abu Odeh and 


Armed Forces Commander- 
in-Oiief General Sharif Zaid Ibn 
Shaker. The Egyptian side to the, 
talks include Information Minister’ 
SawfatAI Sharif, Minis ter of State 
for Prime Ministry Affairs Atef 
Obeid and Mr. Mubarak's special 
adviser Dr. Osama Al Baz. 

Following the meeting. King 
Hussein held a press conference 
for Egyptian journalists acc- 
ompanying Presiden t Mubarak. In 
reply to reporters’ questions, the 
King stressed the urgency of uti- 
lising the chance for Middle East 
peace as provided by the Feb. 1 1 
agreement in the next few months 
“before it is too late.” He also 
condemned efforts to block the 
convening of an extraordinaiy 
Arab summit to discuss the Pal- 
estinian problem and reiterated 
Jordan’s firm belief that an int- 
ernational conference was the 
proper forum to reach a neg- 
otiated settlement to the Afab- 
Israeli conflict despite differences 
with the UJS. over this issue. 

. The King announced that UJS. 
Assistant Secretary of State Ric- 
hard Murphy will be arriving soon 
to meet a joint Jordanian- 
Palesiinian delegation. He also 
revealed that Jordan, in coo- 
rdination with other Arab cou- 
ntries, will soon seek to adopt 


measures to counter the escalating 
terrorist attacks against Jordanian 
interests abroad. 

In brief answers to reporters’ 
questions prior to his departure. 
President Mubarak said the Feb. 
1 1 agreement between Jordan and 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) “remains the 
cornerstone" for all efforts to ach- 
ieve peace in the Middle East. He 
called on “all parties involved” in 
the conflict to “move fast before it 
is too late.” 

In his press conference, the 
King talked at length about joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian moves in 
the Arab and international arenas 
to secure support for the Feb. 1 1 
agreement and implement its pro- 
posals. 

He described visits to China, 
France. Italy and the Vatican by 
joint Jordanian-PLO delegations 
to explain the Feb. 1 1 accord as 
“fruitful, encouraging and sue" 
cessful.” 

The King made it dear that Jor- 
dan remains committed to the call 
for an international conference orr 
the Middle East with the par- 
ticipation of the five permanent 
members of the United Nations 
Security Council and all parlies

“It gives me great pleasure to 
extend to you, to the people and 
government of the United States of 
America, on my behalf and that of 
the people and government of the 
Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan, 
our congratulations on the occ- 
asion of the Fourth of July, your 
Independence Day. 

“Your celebration of this ausp- 
icious occasion is a reaffirmation of 
the lofty principles upon which 
your great nation was founded. 
These principles are shared by all 
those who aspire for a better future 
for mankind; a future of peace, 
liberty and dignity. 

“It was a pleasure for me to 
meet with you' in Washington rec- 
ently, Mr. President, and to have 
had the opportunity to renew our 
commitment to further strengthen 
the friendship and cooperation 
between our two nations and to rei- 
terate our common and noble obj- 
ective of establishing a just dud las- 
ting peace in the Middle East reg- 
ion.” 


Ruling party 
leads in 
Zimbabwean 1 ’ 
elections 

HARARE (R) — Zimbabwe’s 
ruling ZANU-PF party took a 
commanding early lead Friday as 
results were announced from four 
days of polling in the country's 
first post-independence general 
elections. 

Prime Minister Robert Mug- 
abe’s ZANU-PF captured by ove- 
rwhelming margins seven of the 
first eight seats announced. 

Voting patterns in the early ret- 
urns followed pre-election for- 
ecasts, with the only seat not won 
by the government «>ine to the 
main opposition PF-ZAPU party 
in its powerbase of Matebeleland 
province, also by a large margin. 

PF-ZAPU, led by veteran nat- 
ionalist Joshua Nkomo and largely 
supported by the minority Nde- 
bele tribe, was widely expected to 
win all 15 seats in Matebeleland. 

Mr. Mugabe has said victory 
would pave the way for int- 
roduction of one-party rule in 
Zimbabwe and on Thursday night 
called on opposition parties to join. 


Gorbachev urges U.S. adherence to ABM treaty 


MOSCOW' (R) — Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev Friday called 
on the United States to renew its 
commitment to limit missile def- 
ences. saying this was the key to 
arms control. 

Mr. Gorbachev denied U.S. 
assertions that the Soviet Union 
was developing its own missile 
defence system, and said Moscow 
was abidtne by the spirit and letter 
of the 1972 ami-ballistic missile 
(ABM) treaty. 

“Strategic stability and trust 
would, no doubt, be strengthened 
if the United States agreed tog- 
ether with the USSR in a binding 
form to reaffirm commitment to 
the. regime of the treaty on the 
limitation of ABM systems.” Mr. 
Gorbachev said. 

He was replying to a message 
from the Union of Concerned Sci- 
entists, a group of prominent US. 
academic* who wrote to Mr. Gor- 
bachev and President Reagan urg- 


ing a ban on space weapons. 

The reply, released by the off- 
icial TASS news agency, came 
during a Kremlin campaign aga- 
inst Mr. Reagan's “Star Wars” 
programme to research ways of 
shooting down nuclear missiles in 
flight. 

Space ’defence weapons are a 
major sticking point in the slow- 
moving superpower talks. in Gen- 
eva, vmich are also discussing str- 
ategic nuclear missile and 
medium-range rockets. 

Moscow says there can be no 
progress on other disarmament 
issues until Mr. Reagan’s “Star 
Wars” programme, officially 
known as the. strategic defence ini- 
tiative (SDI), Ls scrapped. 

Mr. Gorbachev said Was- 
hington's plans for "space mil- 
itarisation*' would lead to the 
b reak-up of the A BM agreement. 

Moscow, which declared a uni- 
lateral moratorium on anti- 


satellite weapons two years ago. 
has spumed a U.S. proposal to 
amend the treaty, in the light of 
new technologies. 

The United States, which ass- 
erts the Soviet Union has long 
sought to develop space-based 
anti-missile systems, argues that 
the treaty is unenforceable and 
urged further talks about iL 

Mr. Gorbachev’s reply was Iss- 
ued two day* after the ann- 
ouncement that he would meet 
Mr. Reagan in Geneva in Nov- 
ember. and his text was less har- 
shly worded than recent speeches 
on arms Issues. 

Referring to his call for a com- 
plete ban on anti-satellite, wea- 
pons. Mr. Gorbachev called for a 
“far-sighted policy” and warned 
of dangers ahead if the correct 
decision were not taken. 

West German Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl said Thursday that plans 
for the Reagan -Gorbachev sum- 


mit in November raised prospects 
of an improvement in relations 
between die two German states. 

Speaking at a news conference 
in Bonn, the chancellor said ties 
between East and West Germany 
were heavily dependent on the 
climate between the superpowers, 
so the summit promised change. 

East German leader Erich 
Honecker called off a planned 
visit to West Germany last year 
when U.S.-Soviet relations were 
seriously strained. 

The Soviet press has given 
low-key treatment to news of the 
first superpower summit for six- 
yea n* but diplomats said most Sov- 
iets would understand the accord 
signalled a new climate for' 
Soviet-U-S. relations. 

News of the summit followed a 
day after veteran Soviet Foreism 
Minister Andrei Gromyko. 75. 
was made president and replaced 
by Eduard Shevardnadze. 57.

Conservatives 
suffer setback 

LONDON (R) — Britain's ruling 
Conservative Party was pushed 
into a humiliating {bird- place Fri- 
day in a by-election that gave vic- 
tory to the candidate of "the cen- 
trist Libera I -Soria I Democratic 
Party (SDP) alliance. 

The winning candidate. Richard 
Livsey, said immediately after the 
result: “I believe this Ls the end of 
the prime minister’s mandate, the 
end of Thatcherism.” 

Mr. Livsey polled 13.753 votes 
in the rural mid- Wales con- 
stituency of Brecon and Radnor, 
just 559 votes ahead of the can- 
didate of the main opposition 
Labour Party. 

The result of Thursday’s votinu 
was delayed for almost an hour 
Friday when Labour won a dem- 
and for a recount. Widely div- 
ergent opinion polls had generally 
.'given a slight edge to the Labour 
candidate." 

The victory of Mr. Livsey, a 
Liberal, brought the par- 
liamentary strength of the 
Liberal-SDP Alliance to 25 seats 
in ihe 650-seai House of Com- 
mons. 

Christopher Butler, candidate 
for Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher's Conservative Party, polled 
only 10.63 1 votes or 28 per cent of 
the ballots cast. ThLs was equ- 
ivalent to a 21 per cent drop in 
support. 

Electoral experts said the result, 
if reflected nationally, could point 
to the alliance holding the balance 
of power after the next general 
election at which Labour was lik- 
ely to take the largest number of 
seats. 

Labour officials said they reg- 
arded the outcome us a significant 
result in the party's favour. Lab- 
our lost the constituency in iy79 
after boundary changes cut out a 
working-class mining area. 

17i e alliance, however, ben- 
efitted most from a collapse of the 
Conservative vote among former 
supporters worried principally, 
according to opinion polls, by the 
government's failure to ease rec- 
ord unemployment. 


Klibi proposes summit 
in Casablanca on July 28

RABAT (R) — 
Secretary-General Chadii 
was reported Thursday to have 
proposed an extraordinary Arab 
summit in Casablanca on July 28 
on die Palestinian question. 

The. Moroccan news agency 
MAP said Mr. Klibi had stated 
that a foreign ministers meeting 
would be held on July 27 and he 
would then have further con- 
sultations with Arab leaders, ind- 
icating that the proposed date and 
venue had yet to be approved by 
the 21 league members. 

The Arab League chief met 
King Hassan of Morocco Thu- 
rsday. 

The proposed date would avoid 
a clash with the next summit of the 
Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU), of which right Arab sta- 
tes are members. This opens in 
Addis Ababa on July 18. 

A rab diplomats have in tensified 
diplomatic contacts in Rabat 
about the summit, proposed by 
King Hassan. Iraqi Foreign Min- 
ister Tareq Aziz delivered a mes- 
sage to King Hassan from Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein and 
had talks with Mr. Klibi. 

Iraq broke off relations with 
Libya a week ago, accusing Tripoli 
of signing a “strategic alliance” 
with -Iran, its Gulf war enemy. 
Diplomats said King Hassan was 
trying to mediate. 


The diplomats said die main 
obstacle to the summit remained 
the hostility of Syria and Lebanon 
and reservations expressed by 
Algeria and South Yemen. 

Without Syria and Lebanon 
agreement on the Palestinian issue 
would be almost impossible, they 
said. 

Lebanon boycotted die last two 
Arab League meetings in Tunis 
because it did not want discussion 
of attacks on Palestinian camps in 
Beirut which it says is an internal 
matter. 

In- Tunis, the revolutionary 
Council of PLO Fateh, the mai- 
nstream Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) commando 
group, discussed security in the 
Palestinian refugee camps in Bei- 
rut following a flare-up of fighting 
in one of them Wednesday, Pal- 
estinian sources said Thursday. 

The council, whose meeting in 
Tunis was chaired by PLO Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat, discussed 
the fighting in the Bourj Al Bar- 
ajneh camp between Palestinians 
and Shfite Amal militia, the sou- 
rces said.

Sudanese demonstrators 
call for trial of Numeiri 


KHARTOUM (R) — Demonstrators have appeared 
on the streets of Khartoum again just three months 
after riots prompted an army coup* 


This time they are demanding 
that the army bring back Sudan's 
ousted President Jaafar Numeiri 
from Egypt to stand trial. 

Eyewitnesses said some 40.000 
people led by student radicals 
marched on the Egyptian embassy 
Thursday demanding NumeirTs 
extradition and calling Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak “a Zio- 
nist agent.” 

Numeiri. an ally of both Egypt 
and the UnitedSlates. ruled for 16 
years. He was visiting Cairo when 
army leader Gen. Abdul Rahman 
Swareddahab overthrew him on 
April 6. 

Mr. Mubarak says Egypt’s con- 
stitution forbids extradition of pol- 
itical refugees. 

But trade union and student 


radicals, leaders of the agitation 
that prompted the April coup, 
now say he could be returned to 
answer criminal charges. They all- 
ege a treasonable role in the exo- 
dus through Sudan to Israel last 
year of Ethiopian Falasha Jews.

Libyan -backed “Popular Com- 
mittees" in Khartoum behind the 


renewed agitation over Numeiri. 

Western diplomats in Cairo see 
no easy answer for Egypt. 

They said failure to extradite 
Numeiri might expose Gen. Swa- 
raddahab’s caretaker military 
government to further leftist-led 
unrest, jeopardising fragile sta- 
bility in Sudan, and also endanger 
Egyptian-Sudanese relations.

The King described his talks in 
Washington in late May as 
“frank" but admitted that there 
were “differences in points of 
view" between the U.S. and Jor- 
dan over the proposed con- 
ference. But. his overall eva- 
luation of his visit to Washington 1 
was that it was “successful" bec- 
ause it “clarified the positions of 
both sides.” He said: “Now we 
and Washington have a much de-’ 
arer understanding of each other's 
stands on the issue.” 

During his talks in Washington 
the King urged U.S. leaders to 
open talks between a joint 
Jordanian-Paiestinian delegation 
and the Reagan administration. 
The Americans, who had shown 
reluctance earlier, agreed to such 
a dialogue but insisted that the 
delegation should not indude any 
known members of the PLO. bec- 
a&e Washington refuses to talk to 
the organisation until it rec- 
ognises Israel's right to exist. 

According to informed sources 
here, the PLO has not yet sub- 
mitted names of non-PLO Pal- 
estinians to represent the Pal- 
estinian side in the delegation.

Jordan will never bow down to 


terrorism, the King said. “Ter-

When asked if he thought there 
should be an Arab reaction “to 
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Libyan and Syrian terrorism.** foe 
King expressed Jordan's concern 
over continuous attacks against 
Jordanian interests abroad but 
refrained from making any direct 
accusations. 

“Our position is very clear on 
this unacceptable situation,” he 
said. “There is no doubt that we 
are going to move and direct the 
question to all our Arab bre- 
threns: Until when can we allow 
this situation to continue?”. 

The King revealed that he is 
going to make a series of contacts 
and "visits to Arab countries to 
consult with other leaders on 
means to face the rising terrorism. 
However, he said, during his talks 
on Thursday with President Mub- 
arak “we did not discuss the sub- 
ject (on means to counter ter- 
rorism) in detail but we are in con- 
stant touch with our Arab bro- 
thers. particularly whenever we'

S. Lebanese resist bid to 
impose Islamic Law 


ZAHRANI. South Lebanon (R) 
— Local leaders of the Shi'ite mil- 
itia Amal. tiying to impose Islamic . 
Law in South Lebanon, are mee- 
ting resistance from inhabitants 
and the militia's National Com- 
mand. 

Officials of three southern reg- 
ions this week banned alcohol, 
mixed bathing and pornographic 
videos, and ordered people to 
switch the public day of rest from 
Sunday to Friday. 

The orders, dated July 1 and 
affecting the predominantly 
Shi'ite Zahnmi. Nahatiyeh and 
Tyre regions recently recovered 
from Israeli occupation, said 
women could only wear bathing 
suits in segregated areas walled off 
from public view. 

Copies of the orders obtained 
by Reuters in Zuhrani said they 
were issued “on the basis of Isl- 
amic duty" to protect believers 
from “falling into the trap of 
greed, atheism, frivolity and imm- 
oralities that run counter to Isl- 
amic Sharia (religious law) and 
tradition." 

It was the first lime any branch 
of Ainai. the mainstream Shi'ite 
movement, has tried to impose 
anything like Iranian-sly le Islamic 
fundamentalist law in Lebanon 
and residents and travellers said 
the move aroused protests. 

The orders were cancelled in 
Tyre :tfter a protest to Amal lea- 
, der NabBi . Berri. residents saidl 
; Nahatiyeh residents said many 
people had stopped weekend vis- 
its because of the orders. 

An Amal polithuno member in 
Beirut told Reuters the orders 
were not approved by the pol- 
ithuro and would be discussed by 
it He asked not to be identified. 

Asked if southern commanders 
issued the orders to outflank the 
militant pro-Iranian “Hezbollah” 
(Parly or God) in the South, he 
said:- "That appears very close to. 
being correct.” 

Hezbollah, whose strength is 
.rising ampng Sh Piles, favours 
eventual establishment of an Isl- 
amic Republic in Lebanon. Amal 
wants a secular state and a multi- 
confessional society.

U.S. considers reward for 
'information leading to 
arrest of TWA hijackers 


WASHINGTON ( R) — US. Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz says 
he is considering a reward, said to 
be up to $500,000. for inf- 
ormation leading to the arrest of 
’ the two hijackers who seized a 


TWA plane and a group of Ame- 
ricans last month. 


KUWAIT (R) — A Kuwaiti- 
registered ship detained by Iran in 
(he Gulf of uman on June 20 Is 
expected to be freed in mid-July 
afier goods destined for Iraq are 
unloaded, a senior Kuwaiti shi- 
pping official was quoted Friday as 
saying. 

Kuwait oil tanker oompany 
Chairman Abdul Fattah Al Badr. 
quoted by the local daily Al Rn*i 
Al Aam. said two tonnes of goods 
destined for Iraq. Iran's enemy in 
the 57-month -old Gulf war. 
would be unloaded from the 
23. 000- tonne A I Muharraq. 


“That’s an authority we have," 
Mr. Shultz has said at a press con- 
ference. "... That's one possible 
way to seek a certain class of inf- 
ormation.” 

Other US. officials said Mr. 
Shultz was considering rec- 
ommending a reward up to 
$500,000 for the information. 

Mr. Shultz said earlier this week 
that the United States knew the 
identity of the two hijackers and 
would “go after them." 

He said the United States would 
try first to bring the two hijackers 
to justice in Lebanon but if that 
could not be done would take 
'other measures which he refused 
to describe. 


Meanwhile the Los Angeles. 
Times newspaper says the Rcapan 
administration k considering kid- 
napping the hijackers if the Leb- 
anese government does not ext- 
radite them for trial in (he United 
Slates. 

The newspaper, in a report from 
Washington, has quoted an uni- 
dentified source as saying a US.

criminal Adolf Eichmann. who 
was kidnapped by Israeli agents ir, 
Argentina and taken to Israel 
where he was tried and executed. 

The Los Angeles Times saidihe

the hijackers under the terms of an 
air piracy treaty signed by Leb- 
anon.

AMMAN (Petra) — Ministry of 
Transport Under Secretary 
Nazem A ref has announced the 
new ferry transport rates between 
Aqaba and Nuweibe’ ( Jaboos) as 
agreed upon by the Jordanian and 
Egyptian sides, according to the 
Jordanian News Agency, Petra. 

The new rates, wh ich have been 
fixed following an evaluation of 
operations on the sea-land route 
linking Jordan with Egypt, will 
come into force as of July 7. 1 985. 
Mr. A ref said. 

He added that the new rates inc- 
luded significant reductions amo- 
unting to more than 55 per cent 
reductions in freight charges and 
handling fees at Aqaba and .tab- 
oos ports in addition to fare red- 
uctions for passengers. 

Under the new rates a pas- 
senger travelling from Amman to 
Cairo by regular land transport 
will pay JD 9 for the feny inc- 
luding all travel expenses from 
Amman to Cairo. For passengers 
wishing to travel by bus from 
Amman to Aqaba. Nuweibe’ and 
then to Cairo, the rates will be JD 
3 per passenger on Jor dan Ex press 
Tourist Transport (JETT) air- 
oonditioned buses. JD 2.5 on 
other airaonditioned buses and JD 
-T80O per passenger mi buses wit- 
hout airconditioning. Air- 
conditioned bus fares from Nuw- 
eibe’ to Cairo will be S16 per pas- 
senger. 

Hie fare for the ferry will be JD 
1 0 per passenger from Aqaba to 
Sultan .>aboos port for first class 


and JD 6.5 for economy tickets in 
addition io 800 fils for port ser- 
vices. 

Rates for transporting private 
cars weighing two tonnes or less 
and with a length of no more than 
4.75 metres will be $35, excluding 
ports service charges which are 
collected at the ports of departure 
and destination at a rate of $6 per 
person using their own car and 
$20 per car without its owner or 
driver. Three dollars will be paid 
at the arrival and departure ports 
as shipping agent services. 

The following rates will be col- 
lected for cars with weights exc- 
eeding two tonnes and which* are 
more than 4.75 metres long: Ferry 
boat fees will be $60 in addition to 
$ 10 as ports service charges if the 
car is driven by its owner/driver 
and $30 if the car is without its 
owner. A passenger will pay $2 in 
shipping agent fees. 

Regarding cargo fees, a $10 fee 
will be collected for each tonne of 
goods transported by the ferry 
boats, in addition to $4 per tonne 
of goods in container and $6 per 
tonne of goods in bundles as ports 
services fees and half a dollar per 
tonne for shipping agent fees. 

Shipping fees for con tainers will 
be 550 if foe container is full and 
$25 if the container is .empty. In 
addition, porn service fees will be 
collected at a rate of $60 if 
the container is full and $20 if the 
container is empty with a fee of 
$10 for the shipping agent. 


Maximum weight of luggage 
accompanying each passenger will 
be 30 kilogrammes. One dollar 
will be charged per each excess 
kilogramme of luggage upto a 
maximum 10 kilogrammes. 

A 25 per cent discount will be 
offered to groups of at least 20 
passengers organised by uni- 
versities. colleges, institutes, sch- 
ools and clubs. A 50 per cent dis- 
count will be offered to children 
between the ages of 3 io 12 years 
while children under three are 
exempt from paying fares. Each 
Egyptian citizen wilt have to tra- 
nsfer at least $150 to Egyptian 
pounds at Sultan .taboos port, 
according to the regulations. Each 
citizen above the age of 1 2. except 
for Egyptian nationals, has to exc- 
hange at least Si 50 into Egyptian 
pounds. 

Each Jordanian national will 
pay JD 5 as departure fees when 
he leaves Aqaba port and each 
Egyptian national will have to pay 
nine pounds as departure fees at 
Sultan .taboos port in Nuweibe*. 

Each vehicle carrying a private 
Jordanian plate has to obtain a 
ticket from the Jordanian customs 
authorities, valid for three 
months, against a payment of J D 
5. while Jordanian trucks and tra- 
ilers have to obtain an int- 
ernational ticket acceptable to 
customs authorities in both cou- 
n tries, ind issued by the Jordanian 
Royal Automobile Club. 


Deputies who opposed the law 
were auain^t the compu!**orv enl- 
istment of females in the People's 
Army.

ATypicai Sgft school encou rages;: gifobd qfe.i€irefi fo'miiKeSh# potential capabilities

SALT — While the general public 
everywhere is becoming more 
aware of the problems of the han- 
dicapped and the less gifted, how 
maruj people, -even parents or 

• educators. are aware of the real 
needs and problems of unusually 
gifted-chQoren and know how to 
cope with them? 

^ when Ms. Nadia Hayel Srour 
first returned to Jordan after maj- 
oring jn. gifted education in the 
USA, she tried to find emp- 
loyment . in different schools in 
this special line of work, but she 
found very little response and a 

0 general dis Interest in the problem. 

. It w» only last year, when the 

1 Salt ■ Development ' Corporation 
0 (SDC)"dedded to open tire first 

secondary school for the gifted in 
Salt in this country, that Ms. Srour 
was able. to put into practice her 
experti sfe in this field. She now 
works is suoervisor, counsellor’ 
and part-time teacher at the sch- 
ool. - 

“The mentally retarded and the 
gifted are' usually studied as one 
subject' in most faculties of edu- 
Y cation around the world, but you 

* will find that most graduates who 
have taken this course know much 
about the former and virtually 
roth mg -about the latter”, she told 
the Jordan Times. 

Gifted students, on the con- 
trary,, cannot be overlooked or 
treated as others. “Our schools 
usually praise and appreciate the 
achievers", Ms. Srour said, "those 
who study hard and achieve in 
most subjects. Gifted students, 
however, should not be confused 
with the achievers.” 

“Gifted students”, she added, 
“are simply endowed with a spe- 
cial inteHigpnce which helps them 
to excel in one or two subjects, 
rarelyin all. The teachers then try 
to force them to maintain thesame 
^standards for all subjects and acc- 
use them of being lazy if they 
don’t. At the same time, these stu- 
dents are being limited by pro- 
grammes and limited attention 
from the teachers, in the subjects 
in which they excel never reach 
' the flights they are capable of".' ' 
‘'Then they become bored, tired, 
discouraged", she explained, 
'“untita/eurof them even drop our 
‘of education and become rebels, 
especially in the USA or in other 
. countries where they are freer to 
'jfto so ?. “If they had been given 
special qarej they could have bee- 
geniuses or leaders in the 
areas they- are gifted in”, ^ 
added, 

4 Obses$fon with grades^. 

She altoHsqplained that, in Ior- 


dan, there is almost an obsession 
with grades. “Teachers and par- 
ents alike demandhigb grades, die 
students feel the pressure and dir- 
ect their efforts only on obtaining 
those grades, and real talents are 
often overlooked", she said. “We 
need to remember that gifted 
people don’t necessarily excel in 
academic subjects, and most gen- 
iuses throughout history were 
considered failures in school". 

Everyone has heard of exa- 
mples such as Emstein, who was 
constantly gening low grades in 
school, opera singer Enrico Car- 
uso, who was told by his music 
teacher that his voice was as “wind 
in the shutters”, and famous 
steel-magnate Henry J. Kaiser 
who failed almost every subject in 
school but used to joke, “I never 
gpt a high school diploma, but all 
those people who did are working 
for me!” 

Ms. Srourbelieves we should all 
take time to recognise talents 
where they are, even if they are 
expressed in ways that may be 
beyond the norm. 

She said that the psychological, 
problems and anguish gifted stu- 
dents go through cannot be ove- 
rlooked anymore than those of a 
handicapped student. Very gifted 
students often feel different bec- 
ause of their way of thinking. They 
feel limited in certain areas and 
pushed in others, “and gifted stu- 
dents don’t like to he pushed or 
ordered around", she said. “They 
need understanding, freedom and 
acceptance,” she added. 

Ms. Srour said that in the USA 
and in most Western countries, 
programmes for the very gifted 
are common. Usually there is one 
teadher-counseUor in every school 
who is specialised in this field and 
who detects the very gifted and 
then follows them one hour a day 
or so in the subjects they excel in, 
giving them opportunity to exp- 
and their knowledge above the 
scholastic curriculum, and at the 
same time giving them the att- 
ention and encouragement they 
need. 

While this approach is seen as 
the ideal, for the time being, the 
Secondaty School for the Gifted 
which just opened in Salt last Oct- 
ober is at least a start in Jordan. 
“At least, it creates an awareness 
of the problem,” Ms. Srour said. 

The approach of the school is. 
presently, quite different from, 
international models of gift ed. 
education. Firct of all, Ms. Srour 
does not quite agree with the met- 
hods which have been used for the . 
selection of the students. Last 

year, a selection was made from all 
students from third preparatory 
classes in Salk 


Student selection 

The selection, which was con- 
ducted by the Ministry of Edu- 
cation, chose first a 10 per cent of 
all those students basing their jud- 
gement solely on grades. Later, 
ten tests of aptitude and int- 
elligence, which were compiled by 
foe Ministry of Education and 
were kept secret, determined foe 
second selection which chose 60 
boys out of 165 and 30girls out of 
130. 

The 90 selected students attend 
now the Secondary School for foe 
Gifted in the afternoon, after their 
regular studies in their individual 
schools. “As you see, both the 

method of selection and the edu- 
cational approach .are quite dif- 
ferent from those I explained bef- 
ore,” Ms. Srour said. She added 
that, however, foe Minis try has 
been talking of changing the sel- 
ection methods next year, fol- 
lowing a protest from foe teachers 
of the school who have found such 
a variety in foe students' abilities 
compared with regular schools. 

“First of all", Ms. Srour exp- 
lained, “the selection of gifted 
students cannot be based on gra- 
des. Secondly, we must remember 
that the real gifted are usually a 
very low number. 

The percentage of gifted people 
in each society has been estimated 
as being approximately two per 
cent Our selection chose a per- 
centage of 13 . 1 understand that 
foe ministry's motives were to give 
to as many students as possible 
this priceless opportunity, but 
perhaps motives should be made 
very dear and discussed in adv- 
ance”, she said. 

There are other differences 
between foe Secondary School for 
the Gifted in Salt and most similar 
educational programmes abroad. 
“The main difference”, Ms. Srour 
explained, “is that, abroad, foe 
education of the gifted takes place 
within the schools themselves as a 
supplementary education aimed 
only at developing those areas foe 
student is particularly interested 
and gifted in.” 

* “In our school”, she continued, 
“we teach foe students a large 
number of subjects, some erf which 
are mandatory, such as English 
and maths, and we often have to 
spend time in remedial work. Tak- 
ing the students away from their 
schools in foe afternoons is also 
not the best approach, according 
to Ms. Srour, as it creates a barrier 
between them and their peers who 
see them as "privileged ” “We 
have received complaints from 
their school teachers that our stu- 
dents were acting ‘snobby 5 with 
their schoolmates,” foe said. 

Although foe Secondary School 


for foe Gifted in Salt may come, 
for the time being, short of the 
requirement of a "school for foe 
gifted”, it is however a start in that 
direction, and it offers, for the pre- 
sent time, a great opportunity of 
further education to foe students 
who are attending it 
The subjects taught at the sch- 
ool include English, maths, com- 
puter sciences, general sciences 
and other optional activities. Eng- 
lish and maths are mandatory sub- 
jects mainly because they are the 
ones foe students are less pro- 
ficient in and the parents have par- 
ticularly insisted that the students 
be helped to overcome their gaps. 

“This is not what a programme 
for the gifted wfll usually do". Ms 
Siqut said, “but nonetheless we 
try to Uven up the classes and use 
them as a pan of a comprehensive 
educational programme by enc- 
ouraging foe students' creative 
thinking”. 

Investigative approach 

“We teach them to ask que- 
stions, to make investigations, to 
search, to solve problems', the 
school’s director Mr. Mohammad 
Salah Nababtah explained. This 
task is not as easy as it may seem, if 
we consider that such an approach 
is still very rare in conventional 
schools. 

_ “My students used to come and 
sit as bumps on a log”, said Mrs. 
Angela Sabri, who has been in 
Jordan for many years now, tea- 
ching first at the University of Jor- 
dan. She said that it takes constant 
encouragement to draw foe stu- 
dents out into a more active met- 
hod of study. Since the school has 
no grade system, foe is training 
her students to appraise the- 
mselves. “This self-evaluation, 
besides helping them to really ana- 
lyse their progress andtheir needs, 
will also, hopefully, help them to 
realise the purpose of this school” , 

she said. 

She noted, in fact, that most 
students still carry into the aft- 
ernoon school their bad habits 
developed in years of studies 
based on grades. “They always 
cheat, even if, in this case, it is not 
only a very counter-productive 
habit, but also a needless one”, 
foe explained. 

Mrs. Sabri is full of ideas to sti- 
mulate foe students’ participation, 
but is now somewhat forced to 
holdback on many of them due to 
foe poor proficiency of foe stu- 
dents in English language. “I had 
to dedicate these first months 
mainly on remedial work”, she 
said. t ; 

The maths teacher, Mr. Akh : 
noukh Keddis, encountered the 
same problems in his subject. “We 
have normal classes with remedial 


work foT those who need it. plus 
other activities for those who are 
particularly interested. We con- 
centrate on definitions and app- 
ropriate Terms. Some are par- 
ticularly advanced, however, and 
with them I can progress outside 
foe normal classes on a pro- 
gramme which is usually taught in 
foe first year of university,” he 
explained. 

This individual approach is 
what sets this school apart from 
others. "Although we have found 
ourselves with a large variety of 
students, from achievers to ord- 
inaiy students to a few gifted 
ones,” Ms. Srour said, "we can 
learn from this situation which is 
similar to those found in regular 
schools how to apply our pri- 
nciples of individual learning and 
follow-up of the very gifted.” 

The students at the Secondary 
School for the Gifted attend the 
school three days a week ( in shifts 
for boys and girls) for two and a 
half hours a day. Whfle part of this 
time is dedicated to mandatory 
subjects, pan is dedicated to wha- 
tever study foe students feel int- 
erested in. Some chose to either 
do more remedial work or deeper 
studies in foe same mandatory 
subjects, others chose from a list 
which was presented them at foe 
beginning. They are; however, 
free to always add to the list wha- 
tever subject they may be par- 
ticularly interested in.

. Computers 

Enough computers are ava- 
ilable in the computer room for all 
students who may choose that 
study, • while sciences are pre- 
sented with a practical approach in 
the school’s laboratory. Art cla- 
sses are also offered, and Ms. 
Srour is always willing to teach 
open activities chosen by foe stu- 
dents such as journalism, man- 
agement and other social studies. 

The school also offers sport act- 
ivities and frequent trips, either 
for simple entertainment or edu- 
cational trips to enrich their per- 
ception of me world around them. 

“One of our aims is to free foe 
students from the textbooks”, Mr. 
Nababtah explained, “which are 
an important pan of foe tra- 
ditional way of education. We 
want to free their attitudes and 
abilities and be able to feel foe 
areas in which the student is par- 
ticularly gifted and see how he can 
improve.” 

Ms. Srour said foe has detected 
a small percentage of really gifted 
students in the school to whom foe 
is now giving special attention. “In 
normal schools, there is no room 
for individual differences and 
self-learning is never taught”, Mr. 
Nababtah added. “Here, we make 


our learning process a more active 
process where the student coo- 
perates because he feels he is 
doing what he likes to do. The stu- 
dents are motivated to learn, and 
this is a positive start. They like to 
come to our school, even after a 
long day at their regular school.” 
he added. 

Mr. Nababtah also said that one 
of foe aims of the school is to help 
foe students develop their whole 
personalities, insisting on the spe- 
cial attitudes and* capabilities of 
the individuals. At the same time, 
foe teachers are constantly trying 
to establish a personal rel- 
ationship with each student, kno- 
wing them as individuals, som- 
ething that teachers in normal 
schools can rarely manage to do, 
due io the high number of students 
peT class. 

Case studies 

Ms. Srour keeps files of case 
studies which have been compiled 
for each student including inf- 
ormation on every area of their 
personalities and growth, as well 
as their families and their sch- 
olastic experiences. Ms. Srour also 
gives them attitude and psy- 
chological tests. 

The school’s staff includes six 
teachers, one librarian and some 
part-time teachers, as well as the 
director and foe supervisor. They 
are all very motivated and ded- 
icated to this experimental pro- 
gramme which undoubtedly req- 
uires from them more than it 
would from a regular teacher. 
They are all individually sup- 
ervised by experts in foe same sub- 
jects from the University of Jor- 
dan, as well as by foe dean of edu- 
cation at foe university. Dr. Abd- 


ullah Keilani. 

The school has held, so far. only 
one initial meeting with the pri- 
ncipals of foe various schools the 
students come from, but Ms. Srour 
feels that more meetings on a reg- 
ular basis are needed. “Meetings 
should be held with foe teachers 
and the counsellors as well as the 
principals to discuss the problems 
of the gifted, and to teach them 
how to recognise them and help 
them”, she said. 

So far, two meetings have been 
held with the mothers of the stu- 
dents and one with the fathers. 
Most parents, all teachers at the 
school agreed, are very happy to 
'have their children attend foe sch- ■ 
ool and consider it a privilege that 
will help their intelligence and 
their grades. “When we for- 


mulated our programmes. we took 
everyone into consideration; par- 
ents, teachers and students’', Ms. 
Srour said. 

She added that, being at an exp- 
erimental stage, foe school is hop- 
ing to gather enough experience to 
become a sample and a model for 
other similar institutions or edu- 
cational programmes throughout 
the country. "We have heard that 
Irbid Municipality is now thinking 
of starting a similar school", she 
said. , 

The Secondary School for foe 
Gifted in Salt was financed and 
built entirely by the Salt Dev- 
elopment Corporation (SDC) 
who is also paying for foe edu- 
cational expenses. Most of foe fin- 
ances of foe SDC come from vol- 
untary. individual donations.

S. Africa impedes U.S.-led peace efforts

WASHINGTON — South Afr- 
ican raids into Angola and Bot- 
swana have stalled U.S.-led peace 
efforts for fee region. 

Its abortive raid on oil ins- 
tallations in Cabinda in northern 
Angola last month and on fee Bot- 
swana capital of Gaborone have 
upset the peace process and pro- 
mpted a review in Washington of 
fee situation in the region. 

“1 think there is no question 
that things like fee Cabinda ope- 
ration have unsettled fee neg- 
otiating process.” said Chester 
Crocker, assistant secretary of 
state for Africa who has made sev- 
eral trips to fee. area to hammer, 
out a wide-ranging settlement for 
southern Africa. 

A key element of any set- 
tlement would be independence 
for Namibia (South West Africa), 


ruled by South Africa since 1915 
in defiance of feeTlnited Nations 
Mid fee World Court. 

Mr. Crocker denied to Reuters 
that discussions had readied an 
impassp, despite Angola’s refusal 
to talk to South Africa until Pre- 
toria provides a satisfactory exp- 
lanation for the raid on Cabinda. 


“We don’t see either South Afr- 
ica or Angola as dosing the door 
on fee negotiating process,” Mr. 
Crocker said. “But nor are they 
moving very rapidly.”

Lest we 
also forget, there are no Arab 
lobby correspondents accredited 
to the House of Commons, and 90 
per cent of M.P.S. even those inv- 
olved in a British -Arab par-* 
liameatary grouping, have no 
knowledge of an existing Arab 
press which could be extremely 
helpful to their cause. 

“As an Arab journalist,- 1 am 
aware bow fee Foreign Office and 
the British political establishment 
jealously guard their secrets. I do. 
not want to be party to these, but I 
would like, all the same, to have 
some access to news and to be bri- 
efed in the same way as my Eur*

Charlie, 
apart from his delusions of gra- 
ndeur. is also a man whose idea of 
sartorial elegance is to spray deo- 
dorant onto his feet while still 
wearing his socks. His arch-enemy 
on foe police force is a failed ser- 
geant whose sister. Dolly, used to 
be one of Qiarlie's girls and now 
runs a dance-school whose prize- 
duffer of a pupil is King Kenny's 
daughter. Finally, far from being a 
threat to foe Glasgow underworld. 
Charlie is only a source of concern 
to his bespectacled lawyer, ost- 
ensibly foe body in foe burning 
car. With comic elements such as 
these foe sight of a bucket of con- 
crete demolishing a car resembles 


this vein. “Widows”, (10.15). is 
something else again. This can be 
placed squarely in -foe super r 
tough/realktic school. Bad lan- 
guage. “real” types, a vicious, 
hard-hearted police force, and 
even more vicious rival gangs. 
This programme also had people 
being incinerated in a car, but 
there was no humour in Harry 
Rawlins and his gang going up like 
torches. There were little vig- 
nettes from foe ironies of life. 
Harry Rawlins's funeral, with 
more mourners and flowers than 
some heads of state.! A couple of 
years ago there was" just such a 
funeral as this when the mother of 
foe infamous Kray twins died. 
Admittedly it is hard to refuse an 
invitation from a man who makes 
it a habit of nailing people’s knees 
to foe floor, but foe close-knit and 
loyal community illustrated by 
these gatherings is a reality). 
There was also the pathetic irony 
of Shirley entering a “Miss Pad- 
dington” beauty contest (First- 
prize — £1.000 and a holiday for 
two in Spain), desperate for 
. money to pay foe rent. Details 
i such as these placed foe story fir- 
mly in real life. But other details 
placed it just as firmly in foe fan- 
tasy world of TV. The elder bro- 
ther Fisher going on about ‘app- 
reciation of beauty 9 , while his 
minder “Boxer”. Davies tries to 
work out which phone he's sup- 
posed to be answering. And why. 
in heaven’s name, did Dolly hire 
Shirley Miller as a member of her 
gang? After 21 years of marriage 
to lough Harry you would have 
thought she would have had more 
sense than to employ such a 
ready-made weak-link. Time will 
tell whether this series has foe true 
“French polish" of realistic drama 
or. like Mr. Fisher's desk, merely a 
cheap layer of varnish.

ingredients are all there; foe clo- 
sed society, providing a definite 
set of laws and circumstances and 
a strictly limited set of suspects. 
Admittedly, in “Cover Her Face" 
there is, in theory, an unlimited 
choice of suspects for the mur- 
derer of Stavros. But I am pretty 
sure that before long, (most likely 
this week), a second and related 
death will occur that will place the 
suspect firmly amongst foe ass- 
embled Cast of suspicious cha- 
racters already introduced.

Swedish plant churns out oil substitute from dirty coal

MALMO, Sweden — Sweden has 
discovered a method of turning 
dirty, sulphurous coal into a clean 
substitute for oil — an ideal fuel 
for the ecological age. 

• This spring, the world's first 

* commercial “fluidcarbon" ref- 
inery in the southern city of 
Malmo began producing a mixture 
of coal, water and chemicals — its 
exact ' composition is a closely- 
guarded secret — as a cheap sub- 
stitute for healing oil. 

Production of the jet black fluid 
is funded by 'the Swedish gov- 
ernment and Svenska Flu- 
idcarbon, a partly -owned sub- 
sidiary of the Wilh Sones&on Eng- 
ineering Group which runs the 
plant. . 

A total of $23 million has been 
spent on developing the process. 


invented by a professor at Lund 
University near Malmo in the late 
1970s. 

"This type of fuel is highly pro- 
mising since you can extract ash. 
heavy metals and other pollutants 
in the refining stage, reducing the 
need to rely on costly filters in the 
chimney” Kurt Borgne of the 
National Swedish Energy Agency 
told Reuters. 

He said fluidcarbon cut sul- 
phurous emissions to about 0.14 
grammes per megajoule of ene- 
rgy. against 0.24 grammes for hea- 
ting oil with a low sulphur con tent. . 

European governments are dis- 
cussing ways to curb nitrogen and 
sulphur pollution, blamed for kil- 
ling forests and lakes, by tou- 
ghening car exhaust standards and 
reducing industrial waste. 

Twenty European countries 
have pledged to cut sulphur pol- 
lution by 30 per cent in the next 10 


years and the Swedes see flu- 
idcarbon as a natural answer to the 
problem of cleaning factory and 
power station exhausts. 

“Our fuel is environmentally 
clean and that's one of the main 
attractions for public heating aut- 
horities and other customers," 
Marketing Director Lennan Ror- 
gren told Reuters. 

Walking around foe brighlly-lit 
plant, which emits no smoke and 
does not smell (though the thu- 
nder of machines grinding coal in 
the first processing stage is dea- 
fening), Mr. Rorgren said flu- 
idcarbon was 30 per cent cheaper 
than oil. 

Even if oil prices dropped fur- 
ther, industries and district hea- 
ling plants would still cut fuel costs 
by switching to coal sluny, he said. 
A firm need carry out only minor 
modifications in its boiler room to 
install :• - . » burner for the coal 


fuel. 

The refinery buys its coal from 
half a dozen countries, including 
Poland, Australia, the United Sta- 
tes and Colombia. “This way we 
are not as dependent on a few 
suppliers as we would be with oil," 
.Mr. Rorgren said. 

■ The fluidcarbon plant, which 
has an annual capacity of 250,000 
tonnes, currently supplies fuel to 
two manufacturing companies and 
one district heating authority in 
Sweden. 

Coal-io-fue( research is under 
way in Japan, Canada, the United 
States and other countries, but the 
Swedish firm has sold licensing 
rights to Allis-Chalmers, an Ame- 
rican mining equipment firm 
which has a 9.5 per cent stake in 
Svenska Fluidcarbon. 

It also hopes to export the tec- 
hnology to Italy, Britain and 
coal-nch North Korea. 


> Rockets and missiles seem to 
have edge over tanks in warfare

VERSAILLES, France — The 
age-old contest between armour 
and weapons designed to pen- 
etrate it is swinftine in favour of a 
new generation of anti-tank roc- 
kets and missiles, according to 
French mflitaiy experts. 

At least seven new or updated 

versions- of armour-piercing wea- 
pons were on display at a major 
exhibition of French army equ- 
K ipmeat this month, confirming the 
leading position of such missiles in 
emerging military technology. 

France’s next main battle tank 
will not go into production before 
1992. and its manufacturers admit 
they cannot guarantee that it 
wotrid survive a dose-range hit by 
the latest infantry rockets and mis- 
siles. 

General Marcel-Marc Boti- 
ssarie, a f orme r French marine 
corps commander, estimates foe 
world market for short-range 
i anti-tank weapons over the next 
wtfive y$ar$ at 900,000 — half of 
them m the United States. 

France is the world’s ihird- 
higgest anas exporter, after foe 
U$. and the Soviet Union, win- 
ning orders worth a record 61.8 
b9fion -fanes ($6.2 billion) last 
year. . 


Gen. Boussarie told Reuters the 
United States bad budgeted $5 
mDtkm for testing foe Dard-120 
rocket system befog developed by 

Socle te Europe ene de Propulsion 

(SEP), the French arms man- 
ufacturer for which he is a con- 
sultant. 

The company claims the Dard- 
120 will pierce all known armour 
with a “hit probability" of bet- 
ween 67 and 80 per cent over 600 
metres, depending cm the speed of 
its target. 

Other short-range rockets dis- 
played at the trade exhibition near 
Versailles included Thomson- 
Brandfs Sabracau. which carried 
foe lebel: "The most armoured 
tank of the 1990s neutralised with 
one front hit.” 

Europac was advertising its pro- 
totype ACL-300 Jupiter as an 
expendable 1 1 5-MM launcher for 
use by commando or guerrilla 
.units which would "penetrate all 
tanks for the next few years”. 

Matra meanwhile reported that 
10 foreign customers were testing 
its Apil as system, which it said was 
powerful enough to destroy all 
tanks now in service. The weapon 
has gone into mass production to 
meet a French army order for 
25,000. . .... 

For the more sophisticated mis- 
sile market. Aerospatiale was 


showing its wire-guided ACCP 
with the claim: “Unparalleled eff- 
ectiveness against new armour 
types by any rocket system up to 
600 metres." 

Designed for urban warfare, foe 
ACCP is said to penetrate 
900- MM steel armour plating. It is 
due to go into production in 1 990. 

At an adjacent stand, the 
Franco- West German consortium 
Euro missile was marketing more 
powerful versions of its successful 
long-range hot and medium- range 
Milan missiles. 

France’s main tank manufac- 
turer, Groupement Industrie! des 
Armaments Terrestres (GIAT), 
bad only one new model on show 
— foe AMX 40 — and that had 
been designed for export notably 
to Saudi Arabia and foe Gulf sta- 
tes. 

Company officials said their 
projected battle tank for the 
19 90s (EPC) would have imp- 
roved protection, bnt mainly aga- 
inst other tanks rather than inf- 
an try, weapons. 

“The baric problem is reaching 
a Compromise between mass and 
mobility. The more yon str- 
engthen the armour, the more you 
increase foe weight and thereby 
dimmish the tank’s efficiency as 
fast-moving artillery,” one official 
said. 


"The accent is therefore on 
speed, firepower and reinforced 
plating at foe front to counter 
enemy tank shells.” 

Asked whether the EPC would 
be able to withstand the latest inf- 
antry weapons, he said: “I doubt 
whether any tank manufacturer 
today could give you a 100- 
per-cent guarantee of that." 

General Rene I robot, chief Of 
staff of foe French army, said in a 
defence studies publication this 
month that France was already 
working closely with Britain and 
West Germany on research into 
“third-generation" anti-tank mis- 
sile systems. 

The armour-piercing weapons 
of the next century would be more 
destructive and incorporate adv- 
anced technologies such as the- 
rmal detection and infra-red gui- 
dance, he said. 

For Gen. Boussarie, foe str- 
uggle between man and armour 
remains of vital importance to mil- 
itary planners: 

“Never mind Star Ware and 
global strategies, in the end it all 
comes down to dose combat, the 
knife in the chest. The only way to 
win a battle is to occupy territory, 
and for that you need men and 
tanks — and the equipment to 
combat them." 


An unusual 
museum in 
western 
Byelorussia 


The Local Lore Museum in 
Brest, a city in western Bye- 
lorussia, bounded by foe Pol- 
ish border, one of the biggest 
entrance points for tourists 
from foe West, is an unusual 
one. The museum’s collection 
is composed of works of art 
confiscated by the local cus- 
toms authorities from the peo- 
ple who attempted to smuggle 
them out of the Soviet Union. 
The exhibition includes 1200 
icons, 250 of them being of 
high art and historical value; 
canvases by Dutch sea-scapist 
Van der Welde. old clocks by 
the famous firm “Paul Boure”, 
Japanese and Chinese vases, 
caskets and small articles of 
plastic. 

The customs regulations in 
foe USSR are much the same 
as in many other countries. If 
you purchase icons, pictures or 
any other works of art, to take 
them out of the USSR you 
must have a certificate from 
corresponding offices (e.g. the 
USSR Ministry of Culture) 
confirming the legality of exp- 
loit.

Puica defeats Budd 
in 5,000m at Helsinki 


HELSINKI (R) — Maricica Puica versus Zola 
Budd, the racer against the runner, was the enticing 
prospect facing athletics’ fans at Thursday night’s 
Helsinki Grand Prix athletics meeting. 


On the one hand there was 
Puica. the 34-year-old Romanian 
who took full advantage of the col- 
lision between Budd and Mary 
Slaney which put the world cha- 
mpion out of the race, to win last 
year’s Olympic 3.000 metres. 

On the other there was Budd. 
the 1 9-year-old South African- 
horn Briton who succeeded Puica 
as world cross-country champion 
last March.

Unfortunately for them it was 
no contest It quickly became app r 
a rent that a world record was unl- 
ikely and, after Budd took the lead 
two-and-half Japs into the race, it 
was just a question of when and 
how effectively Puica would pou- 
nce. 

The blonde Romanian, running 
with controlled and concentrated 
power, waited until 300 metres 
from ihe finish, before she surged 
into the lead to blaze down Ihe 
final straight as Budd faded to a 
dispirited sixth. 

The overriding impression with 
which ihe spectators departed was 
that they had seen a master com- 
pete against a pupil. 

Puica is a great champion. 
Budd. whatever the result of her. 
race against Slaney in London on 
July 2b. still has much to prove.

Connors, by contrast, was made

almost nine minutes, he fell beh- 
ind 3- 1 after being broken to 30 in 
ihe fourth game.

LONDON STOCK MARKET 


LONDON (R) — Shares dosed firm but off their highs on lack of 
interest- dealers said. 

_ Hanson Trust pared an early 6p rise to 2p at 188 after news its 
rights issue was undersubscribed by around 50 per cent.

Thom EMI ended 7p down at 337 after its annual 
results. .

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— Israeli public employees Thu- 
rsday threatened to demonstrate 
outside Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres’ office next Tuesday and go 
on strike afterwards unless' the 
government withdraws austerity 
plans. 

Their warning followed a bitter 
television debate Wednesday 
night when Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Modai and trade union fed- 
eration leader Mr. Yisrael Kessar 
shouted at each other. 

Chances of bridging the gap 
between the government and the. 
union diminished as Mr. Modai 
called Mr. Kessar unpatriotic and ' 
Mr. Kessar accused Mr. Modai of 
destabilising the eoonomy. 

An estimated 1.5 million Israeli 
workers brought the country io a 
virtual halt on Tuesday in- a 24- 
hour strike against a government 
emergency anti- inflauon plan 
which involves dismissing 9,000 
public employees and slashing liv- 
ing standards. 

The Histadrut trade union fed- 
eration, which represents 80 per 
cent of Israeli workers, is dea- 
dlocked with the government over 
the plan aimed at curbing 260 per 
cent annual inflation and retaining 
dangerously low foreign currency 
reserves. 

The unions complain that the 
*plan uses emergency decrees that 


it considers undemocratic, sus-' 
pends agreements which link 
wages to the cost of living, and 
burdens salaried workers' more’ 
than the sejf:- employed. 

The Histadmt says the plan will - 
cut salaries by at least 30 per cent, 
but Mr. Modai says new tax con- 
cessions mean real incomes will 
drop by far less. 

Mr. Modai explained details of 
the programme to Washington 
Thursday and said be hoped it 
would accelerate emergency Ui>. 
aid, state radio said. 

The United States, which sup- 
plies Israel with $2.6 billion a 
year, has made an extra $1.5 bil- 
lion in aid conditional on drastic 
economic steps. 

Israelis are already feeling the 
erosion in their pay after the new 
plan devalued the shekel by 15.9 
per cent and slashed subsidies on 
basic foods. 

For example, an engineer who 
earned the equivalent of $580 a 
month ago took home $360 Wed- 
nesday. 

Shultz praises Israel, 
pledges more aid 

Meanwhile, U.S. Secretary of 
State Mr. George Shultz Wed- 
nesday praised the tough moves 
taken by the Israeli government to 
put the country's eoonomy m 


order and pledged U.S. aid to help 
bolster its efforts. 

He congratulated Mr. Peres and 
his government for “die courage 
and foresight they have shown in 
moving boldly to address Israel’s 
serious economic problems/’ 

Mr. -Shultz noted the far- 
ranging measures included new 
cuts in government spending and 
consumer subsidies, realignment 
of the shekel exchange rate, red- 
uction in government emp- 
. loyment and a three- month wage 
and price freeze. 

“The new economic measures, 
if fully and vigorously imp- 
lemented, represent an important 
step forward in Israel’s continuing 
efforts to stabilise its economy and 
restore growth and prosperity,’' 
he said. 

He said the Untied States und- 
erstood the difficulty in taking 
such decisions as making sizeable 
cuts in the budget and reoognised 
there were no substitutes for for- 
thright action in these cir- 
cumstances. 

“That is why we stand ready to 
support Israel in this important 
undertaking with supplemental 
economic assistance which we 
expea soon will be approved by 
Congress and will be available to 
be used in the way that will be 
most helpful to Israel/' Mr. Shultz 
said.

IEA says oil output 

declining in second quarter 

Meanwhile, the International 
Energy Agent* (IEA) said Thu- 
rsday in Paris that crude oil pro- 
Jjctioo by member states of 
OPEC fed to about 15.1 million 
b/d in the second quarter of this 
year from 16.2 million in the first 
quarter. 

The agency, in its end-of-June 
monthly oil market report, said 
that OPEC crude output fell ste- 
adily through the period to ave-- 
rage 1 6. 1 mil lion b/d in April, 1 5. 1 
million in May and around 14.5 
million in June. 

The report's figures underline 
the problems of OPEC especially 
that world oil prices re mam weak 
despite the reduction in output to 
below the organisation's agreed 
ceiling of 16 million b/d. 

The IEA report showed that the 
cutback has been largely due to a 
fall in Saudi Arabian crude output 
to an average 2.8 million b/d in the 
second quarter from 3.7 million in 
the first quarter, alihough Nig- 
erian output also fell to 1.4 million 
from 1.6 million over the same 
period. 

Saudi production actually ave- 
raged around 2.4 million b/d In 
June, and possibly fell below that 
at some points during the month, 
it said. Th e Saudis wan t to lift their 
output back above three million 
b/d and say others must stop che- 
ating on quotas. 

“There are indications that Ira- 
nian production, after falling in 
May. recovered to a level of aro- 
und 2.2 million b/d m June,” the 
IEA said, noting that Iran ave- 
■ raged 2.3 million b/d In the second 
quarter after two million in the 


first-

from the Soviet Union to Western 
industrialised nations rose in the 
second quarter after a sharp dec- 
line in the find, but still remained 
below year-earlier levels. 

Oil consumption in the 24 ind- 
ustrialised members of the Org- 
anisation for Economic Coo- 
peration and Development 
(OECD) fell an estimated three 
per cent in the second quarter 
compared with a year ago, after a 
two per cent fall in the first qua- 
rter. 

The main declines in con- 
sumption occurred in North A mc- 
rica. due to slower economic 
growth, and the Pacific region due 
to warmer weather. In Western 
Europe oil use rose 2.4 per cent 
during the period. 

Total oil stocks on land in 
OECD countries were drawn 
down by 2. 1 million b/d In the first 
quarter of this year and pre- 
liminary estimates indicate vir- 
tually no stock change in the sec- 
ond quarter, the IEA report 
added. 

While the IEA gave no forecast 
for OPEC crude production in the 
■third and fourth quarters of this 
year, other forecasts it gives sug- 
gest that tiie gap between pro- 
jected non -communist world oil 
consumption and non -OPEC 
supplies wifi widen to 16.2 million 
b/d in the third quarter and 17.6 
million b/d in the fourth quarter 
from 16 million in the second- 

This is based on forecast oil con- 
sumption in the non-communist 
world of 44.8 million b/d in the 
third quarter and 46.3 million b/d 
in the fourth, and total non-OPEC 
oil supplies of 28.6 million b/d in 
the third quarter and 28.7 million 
in the fourth. 

Assuming constant OPEC nat- 
ural gas condensate ouiput of 1.3 
million b/d, this would leave a gap 
of 14.y million b/d in the third 
quarter and 16.3 million b/d in the 
fourth quarter to be met either 
through OPEC crude production, 
stock drawdowns or variations in 
stocks held at sea. 


Tax raids halt Bombay trading 


BOMBAY ( R) -- Trading on tiie . 

st halt Ttiursday when ^Sreds of 
tax officials stormed the offices of 
brokers in a raid to find umaxed 
money. 

The damp down coincided with 
a call in New Delhi by Prime Min- 
ister Rajiv Gandhi to India's sec- 
urity agents to concentrate on “big 
fish" involved in corruption. 

A spokesman for the country's 
main stock market told Reuters 
some brokers' offices were sealed 
by the authorities. Brokers said 
the raid could last several days 
while investigators studied seized 
records. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
said about 1.000 officials took 
part in the raid, triggering a wave 
of panic in the 25-storey building 
in the heart of India’s commercial 
centre. 

Last week Mr. Gandhi launched 


“operation ketu”. nfixifeid ‘after a 
H ipdu demon, to sniff out un taxed 
cash known as black money, which 
an official report said totalled 
about $31 billion in 1983-84. 

Brokers said the stock exchange 
raid came after unaccounted 
money fuelled an unprecedented 
market boom, pushing up leading 
share prices by between 25 arid 
100 per cent since February. 

They said liberal economic pol- 
icies announced by the gov- 
ernment in the March budget also 
helped the boom. Even com- 
modity speculator entered tbe 
market to make quick money. 

The stock exchange spokesman 
said the finance ministry last 
month ordered all stock markets 
to impose stiff margins on every 
deal involving leading shares to 


curb speculation. 

. Mr. Gandhi asked authorities in 
Delhi to spend more time oh 
major corruption cases rather 
than pursuing petty offender and 
called for less political int- 
erference in investigations. 

He was speaking at the start of a 
conference of the Central Bureau 
of Investigation (CBI) and state 
anti-corruption officials, PTI said. 1 

Mr. Gandhi *ook office eight 
months ago after his mother’s ass- 
assination and promised to reward 
honesty and punish “the corrupt, 
die lazy, the inefficient/’ 

In his speech, Mr. Gandhi also 
promised government action to 
remove legal loopholes that ham- 
pered corruption investigations 
without affecting the basic rights 
of citizens, PTI added.

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Army foils coup in Guinea 

Radio reports situation ‘ back to normal' 


CONAKRY (R) — Guinea Radio said an attempted 
coup by Col. Diarra Traore, number two in the 
15-month-old military government, had failed and 
that the situation was back to normal Friday. 


“Thanks lo the courage of the 
population and the loyalty of the . 
armed forces. Col. Diarra Traore 
and his accomplices have failed," 
the radio said when it resumed 
broadcasting after- a break of sev- 
eral hours. 

It did not say how loyalist troops 
had managed to retake control but 
a journalist contacted in Conakry 
said he heard submachine-gun fire 
during the night. 

Former Prime Minister Traore 
.staged his coup bid Thursday, 
after President Lansana Conte 
had flown to Togo fora meeting of 
West African leaders. 

The whereabouts of Col. Traore 
and his rebels were not imm- 
' ediately known. 

The journalist said fighting 


began in several areas of the cap- 
ita I after the rebels' ann- 
ouncement that 51-year-old 
Cbnte had been overthrown by a 
Supreme State Cbuncil. 

Col. Cbnte. a French-trained 
army officer, went to the Togolese 
capital Lome to chair a summit of 
the Economic Community of 
. West African States (ECOWAS). 

Col. Traore was fired as prime 
minister last December but kept 
his position as 1 deputy to Col. 
Conte in the Military Committee 
of National Recovery which took 
power in Guinea in April 1984. 

They ousted the political heirs 
of die late Ahmad Sekou Toure 
who had imposed a dictatorship 
on Guinea for 26 years. 

The journalist said diepeopleof 


Conakry took to the streets to 
demonstrate in favour of Col. 
Conte as soon as Col. Traore ann- 
ounced on radio that he had taken 
over to put an end to what he cal- 
led “nepotism and economic sab- 
otage.” 

Despite frequent bursts of fire 
and a rebel boradcast telling peo- 
ple to stay indoors, the people sta- 
yed out on die streets, he added. 

The coup attempt came as no 
surprise to political analysts in 
Abidjan. 

The alleged takeover earlier 
announced by Col. Traore 


was 


himself on Conakry Radio, which 
said later that Col. Con tehad been 
declared a “citizen in exile.” 

He said that after 26 years of 
dictatorship, nepotism and eco- 
nomic sabotage under former Pre-

Another person was killed late 
Thursday night when police ope- 
ned fire in the town of Himatnagar 
to break up crowds looting and 
setting fire to shops. A policeman 
received stab wounds. 

PIT said 1 3 people were slightly 
hurt when a train was derailed 
Friday morning at Bardoli. near 


the port of Surat. A railway off- 
icial said six rail joiners had been 
unbolted from the track. 1 

Gujarat Chief Minister Mad- 
havsinh Solan ki returned home 
Friday after being summoned lo 
Delhi by Prime 'Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi's ruling Congress (I) Party 
for crisis talks on the turmoil 
which has lolled about 200 people. 

The talks were held amid spe- 
culation that Mr. Solanki would be 
sacked for failing to curb unrest 
triggered by student-led protests 
against a government policy res- 
erving quotas of jobs and college 
places for underprivileged easts 
and classes. In some areas the pro- 
tests led to Hindu-Muslim riots. 

Mr. Solanki. who went to Delhi 
on Wednesday, raised the quotas 
just before his state election win in 
March but the protests forced him 


lo back down on (he decision. 

Troops have been called in to 
several troublespors and an ind- 
efnite curfew has been imposed 
on parts of some towns. 

When Mr. Solanki was called to 
Delhi on June 21. newspapers said 
he had been given two weeks to 
end the violence or quit. 

PIT said a committee set up by 
Mr. Gandhi to probe foe unrest 
had criticised Mr. Solanki.for fai- 
ling to end it But the Patriot new- 
spaper said Friday he was rea- 
ssured before he left for Gujarat 
that he had full party backing and 
'would not be dismissed for the 
lime being.

Hundred feared dead in 
Bangladesh boat disaster 


DHAKA. Bangladesh (AP) —At 
least 100 people were feared dro- 
wned after a motor launch sank 
Thursday evening in the Rupsa 
River near the port city of Khulna, 
320 kilometres south westofhere, 
rescue officials said Friday. 

The officials said m a telephone 
interview that the launch was car- 
rying some 200 passengers and 
only about 100 swam to safety. 

Officials said seven bodies — 
two children, three women and 
two men — had been recovered by 
Friday morning and many more 


were feared trapped inside die 
ship. 

Rough weather had dKiupted 
rescue operations by navy divers, 
the offieajs said. 

TheTaondi, buflt for 55 pas- 
sengers, sank after hitting another 
passenger vessel anchored at die 
Natun B azar Port terminal. It was 
on its way to the Kalabagh Forest 
Station near Sundarbans. Police at 
Khulna said that in addition to 
carrying too many passengers, the 
ship was transporting a large qua- 
ntity of ice. 


Navy picks up signal believed 
to be from crashed Air India 


DUBLIN (R) — An Irish Navy 
ship has picked up a signal bel- 
ieved to come from die “black 
box” flight recorder of an Air 
India jet (hat crashed off Ireland 
10 days ago, killing 329 people, a 
government spokesman has said. 

The spokesman said the patrol 
boat Aoife picked up a very faint 
signal near the spot where the 
Jumbo jet plummeted from the 
sky into foe Atlantic. 

“Th e s igna l was go kig out a t one 
beat per second, which cor- 
responds to that put out by a black, 
box." the spokesman said. 

Ships have been searching for 
(he black box in the hope it will 
provide some due to the cause of 
the crash, the worst at sea in avi- 
ation history. Many experts bel- 
ieve a time bomb had been placed* 


aboard the airliner. 

Autopsy reports on victims sug- 
gested the Air India Jumbo jet 
exploded before it plunged into 
the Atlantic. 

Civil Aviation Secretary S.S. 
Sidhu said forensic experts had 
studied 131 bodies and wreckage 
salvaged from the sea where the 
Montreal to Bombay flight went 
down on June 23 lolling all 329 
people on board. 

Mr. Sidhu, who led a team to 
Ireland to probe the disaster, said 
the autopsies showed injuries 
were caused by a sudden dec- 
eleration in the aircraft’s speed. 
This indicated the Boeing 747 had 
exploded, he added 

Two Sikh extremist group have 
claimed responsibility for blowing 
the plane out of the sky.

Sweden's Per-Olov Suncteiin has 
been an outstanding member ol his 
•country’s international team lor 
many years now. Here's as example 
of his technique from the 
Sweden-UJSJt. match at the recent 
World Team Olympiad, which end 
ed in a tie. 

By and large, the Swedes con 
ducted a natural auction- South's 
three diamonds showed a diamond 
value and North's three hearts con- 


firmed a six -card suit. When South 
bid three no trump it denied a 
second heart, so North preferred a 
spade contract to no trump. 

Considering the trump break, it 
would seem that Sundelin has at 
least four losers at his Tour spade 
contrart. However. West derided 
this was the time to make the 
deceptive lead of a low dub. The 
eight was played Irom dummy and 
East would have done best to duck. 
But he elected to cover wiLh the ten 
and Sundelin false carded mildly by 
winning with the queen. Three 

rounds of trumps revealed- the sad 
news of a trump loser. 

Declarer crossed to the ace of 
hearts and led the queen, with the 
idea of stalling a diamond if East 
did not cover. When East produced 
the king, declarer ruffed. A low dub 
was led to the king and ace, and 
another heart ruff set up the suit. 
Now he led a club. 

Jf West rulled, he would be end 
played and lorced to lead a diamond 
away jrom the ace. So he played low 
in the lond hope that his partner 
held the dub jack. Dummy's nine 
won, and a diamond was slotted on a 
high heart. Whether West ruffed or 
not, declarer would lose no more 
than one diamond trick, so he was 
home with -a serendipitous over- 
trick. 


Soviets 
reportedly 
fighting for 
lost Afghan 
base 


ISLAMABAD (R) — Soviet 
Commandos are fighting to rec- 
apture a large military post lost to 
Afghan rebels in thestrategicPan- 
jsher Valley in north eastern Afg- 
hanistan, an Afghan rebel party 
has said. 

A spokesman for the Jamiat- 
I -Is la mi Party said Soviet com- 
mandos landed by helicopter on 
the mountains around Puzheur on 
June 24, after (he rebels kilted an 
Afghan army general there and 
overran the post 


The Soviets also sent armoured 
vehicles to Ptchgur. the last in a 
chain of five large Communist mil- 
itary posts reaching halfway up the 
95 kilometre Panjsher Valley. 

The vehicles were unable to 
pass a nearby bridge because of 
rebel -plan ted mines and rocket 
fire, thespokesman said, quo tine a 
report from the area received in 
neighbouring Pakistan. 


He said heavy fighting was con- 
tinuing in die area up to June 27. 
when the report armed. 

The Jamiat-I-Islanri said last 
week its guerrillas killed 
Brigadier-General Ahmaduddm 
during a June 15 attack on Puz- 
hgur while he was inspecting the 
outpost 

Official Kabul Radio reported 
on June 28 that Gen. Ahm- 
aduddra died in battle but did not 
specify where. 

The Jarniat spokesman said a 
large number or Communist sol- 
diers had been killed in the fig- 
hting around Puzhgur. Rebels also 
shot down a jet and a helicopter 
June 20 in the Shutul Valley near 
Panjsher, he said. 


Rebel sources have reported 
guerrillas rocketed the Smarkhel 
garrison in Afghanistan's eastern 
province of Nangarfiar on July 1. 
killing 22 Soviet troops and inj- 
uring 23. 

The next day, Soviet forces ret- 
aliated by bombing a nearby rebel 
stronghold at Kama, killing three 
people and damaging several 
empty houses, they said. 

Meanwhile. Pakistan said Thu- 
rsday it wanted direct talks with 
the Soviet Union aimed at ending 
the Afghan war. 

Prime Minister Mohammad 
Khan Junejo made the statement 
to reporters in Pehsawar, about 50 
kilometres from foe Afghan bor- 
der, the official APP nCws agency 
reported. 

Pakistan, which has sheltered 
an estimated three million Afghan 
refugees, has spumed direct talks 
with the Soviet-backed Afghan 
government of President Babrak 
fcarmal, which it does not rec- 
ognise.

ASEAN 
to urge 
expanded 
U.S. role 
for peace 


WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz will 
be urged to assume a key part in 
pursuing a political solution in 
Kampuchea when he meets South 
East Asian leaders next week, dip- 
lomatic sources say. 

Mr. Shultz was departing Friday 
for a two-week tour of Asia. 

The Association of South East 
Asian Nations (ASEAN), fru- 
strated because its diplomatic eff- 
orts have so far failed to end the 
fighting between guerrillas and 
Kampuchean forces, wants the 
United States to do more. 

But they do not expert Mr. 
Shultz can be swayed from his pre- 
ference for backing ASEAN eff- 
orts rather than taking foe lead 
when he holds talks with ASEAN 
foreign ministers in Kuala Lum- 
pur, Malaysia. 

, U.S. ojgcials agree it is unlikely 
Mr. ShuUz.will change course. 

“We fee too many pitfalls in 
playing foe lead rote, but we will 
listen carefully to any plans 
ASEAN has and be as supportive 
as we can." said one U.S. offidaL 

The talks in Malaysia were lik- 
ely to focus on foe war between 
the guerrillas and government for- 
ces backed by the Vietnamese 

Before meeting the ministers of 
foe six-member ASEAN in Mal- 
aysia. Mr. Shultz opens his Asia 
tour on Monday in Thailand. 

There, “he will assure the Thai 
government of U.S. support in the 
face of intensified Vietnamese 
pressure," a VS. official said. 

The secretary will make a sym- 
bolic visit to refugee enc- 
ampments on the border and he 
will also see anti-Comraunist gue- 
rrilla leaders as another sign of foe 
US. support. 

On July 1 1 and 12 Mr. Shultz 
hoiefe intensive talks with ASEAN 
foreign ministers after their ann- 
ual conference, along with min- 
isters from Australia. Canada. 
Japan. New Zealand and the Eur- 
opean Community. ASEAN 
members are Brunei, Indonesia, 
Malaysia, the Philippines. Sin- 
gapore and Thailand. 

Those talks were also expected 
to explore ways of cooperating to 
stamp out the narcotics trade. 

From Kuala Lumpur. Mr. 
Shultz goes on to Australia, where 
foe main topic was expected to be 
the troubled Australia-New 
Zealand- United States (ANZUS) 
alliance. 



Economic, foreign policy will not 
change by reshuffle, Gonzalez says 


MADRID (R) — The Spanish 
cabinet reshuffle announced Thu- 
rsday will not lead to policy cha- 
nges, Socialist Prime Minister Fel- 
ipe Gonzalez said. 

Finance Minister Miguel Boyer 
and Foreign Minister Fernando 
Moran were both replaced. 

“There will be no changes in 
economic and foreign policy," Mr. 
Gonzalez told reporters Thursday 
after announcing six changes in a 
government unaltered for 31 
months. 

The announcement that Mr. 
Boyer, architect of Spain's eco- 
nomic recovery, had resigned and 
been replaced by Industry Min- 
ister Carlos Sotehaga, came as a 
surprise to the business com- 
munity. 

Mr. Gonzalez told a news con- 
ference Thursday that Mr. Boyer 
had stepped down because he was 
tired ana under pressure and not 
because foe two men had dashed 
over policy. 

Mr. Boyer’s resignation was 
unfortunate and gave an une- 
xpected element to the com- 
position of foe new cabinet.” Mr. 
Gonzalez added, saying he had 
planned only five changes. 

Sources dose to Mr. Boyer said 
he had asked for special powers 
and had threatened to resign unl- 
ess he was given them. 

The departure of Mr. Moran, 
who had openly opposed Mr. 
Gonzalez' call for a ‘yes’ vote in a 


referendum next year on whether 
Spain should stay in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation 
(NATO), was the other main. cab- 
inet change. 

Mr. Gonzalez denied that Mr. 
Moran had been dismissed bec- 
ause of policy conflicts and said 
the ministry was being reo- 
rganised to prepare for Spain's 
entry into the European Com- 
munity next year. 


“We are entering a new era 
which I thought required a new 
person,” Mr. Gonzalez said. 
“Moran has shown complete loy- 
alty.*’ 

Mr. Moran was replaced by 
Francisco Fernandez Ordonez, a 
Harvard-trained liberal banker 
and minister of justice and finance 
in a previous, centrist gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Fernandez Ordonez is con- 
sidered a flexible man who wall try 
to sell Mr. Gonzalez’s lore cm the 
NATO referendum. 

The Spanish business com- 
munity was caught off guard by 
Mr. Boyers resignation but said it 
expected Mr. Soldi aga to con- 
tinue his tight monetary policies. 

“Spain's economy lacks suf- 
ficient independence to introduce 
major changes in economic dir- 
ection.” a spokesman for foe main 
Employers Association said. “We 
do not expect any dramatic policy 
shifts.” 


Under foe guidance of Mr.' 
Boyer, Spain cut inflation from 
. 14.2 per cent in 1982 to nine per 
cent lastyear and turned a balance 
•of payments deficit into a $2- 
billion surplus. 

One of Mr. Soldvaga’s first tasks 
wiU be to try to improve relations 
with Socialist and Communist 
unions which have clashed with 
foe government as it prepares for 
general elections next year. 

As industry minister, he ali- 
enated workers with a rei- 
ndustrialisation programme ent- 
*ailmg about 50.000 job cuts. 


New ministers were appointed 
to the local administration, public 
works, industry and transport por- 
tfolios. 

Mr. Fernandez Ordonez is best 
known in Spain as the architect of 
two important laws which lib- 
eralised foe country after the 
death in 1975 of dictator Gen. 
Francisco Franco. 

These were foe 1977 tax reform 
which introduced wealth tax and 
foe 1981 law which re-legalised 
divorce. 

' Mr. Fernandez Ordonez also 
distinguished himself shortly bef- 
ore Gen. Franco’s death by res- 
igning from foe post of chairman 
of foe state holding company INI 
in protest against the removal of a 
liberal information minister. Pio 
Caban il las. Such action was aim 
ost unheard of under Gen. Franco. 


China to cut number of senior officers 


PEKING (R) — China, pruning a 
million men from its 4.2 million- 
strong armed forces, will cut ove- 
rstaffed and overlapping org- 
anisations and reduce foe number 
of senior officers, according to a 
Chinese leader quoted by the off- 
icial New China News Agency 
(NCNA). 

Yang Shangkun, permanent 
vice-chairman of the Central Mil- 
itary Commission which oversees 
foe forces, said cuts would mainly 
affect foe general staff, foe pol- 
itical and logistic departments, a 
weapons research body, and foe 
big military area commands: 

He told NCNA in an interview 
efforts to form combat units of 
men from different services with a 
range of weapons would be int- 
ensified. Outdated equipment 


would be phased out and some ins- 
tallations dosed. 

China's top leader Deng Xia- 
oping. who heads foe Military 
Commission, announced last 
month that the armed forces 
would be pruned by one million 
men over two years as part of 
moves to form a leaner, more eff- 
icient fighting machine. 

The first batch of 100.000 off- 
icers aft to be discharged this 
month and will be found civilian 
jobs by the Ministry of Labour. 

Mr. Yang, who is oo the Com- 
munist Party politburo. said there 
was a disproportionately high 
ratio of officers to men in the 
armed forces. He said -the obj- 
ective was to have younger better 
qualified men in senior positions. 

High-ranking officers, he sta- 


ted. were now in their 40s to 60s. 
Among combat troops, com- 
manders at army level were aro- 
und 50 years old. divisional level 
around 40 and regimental level 
around 30. 

The Defence Ministry said last 
month General Li Desheng. 72. 
China's longest-serving regional 
military chief, who rose to power 
in the ultra-leftist 1966-76 Cul- 
tural Revolution, had been rel- 
ieved of his post. 

The change was part of a res- 
tructuring of Chiaa's main mil- 
itary regions, cutting them from 
11 to seven. 

Mr. Yang said other measures 
to reduce numbers included cut- 
ting office staff and turning over 
county and city militia to local 
governments. . 


Nicaraguan rebels free German biologist 


TEGUCIGALPA (R) — Nic- 
araguan rebels released a West 
German biologist seized in Nic- 
aragua three weeks ago and han- 
ded her to foe Honduran Army, 
an army spokesman said. 

Regin e Schmemann. 32. was 
handed over to a patrol near foe 
border. 

A spokesman for Misura. one of 
several US.-backed rebel groups 
fighting foe left-wing government 
in Nicaragua, said earlier Ms. . 
Schmemann would be handed 


over to International Red Cross 
officials at foe Honduran border 
Friday. 

Ms. Schmemann, seized by 
Misura with two Nicaraguans on 
June 14, had worked on dev- 
elopment programmes in Nic- 
aragua since 1931. 

The rebels originally offered to 
trade her for a Misura leader, 
Eduardo Pantin. who they said 
had been detained by foe Nic- 
araguan army. 

Misura said later he had been 


executed. The army in turn acc- 
used Misura of killing Pan tin and 
foe rebel leader’s relatives said his 
comrades told them he was killed 
when he dropped his own pistol 
and it went off. 


The Honduran army spo- 
kesman said Ms. Schmemann 
would be entrusted to West Ger- 
man diplomats, either in Teg- 
ucigalpa or in Mocoron, 270 kil- 
ometres northeast of the capital. 
He gave no further details. 


Political rivals warn of Mexican election violence 


MEXICO CITY (R) — Cam- 
paigning for nationwide elections 
in Mexico has ended in a welter of 
fraud charges and allegations that 
the main contenders are planning 
violence to influence the balloL 

The charges raised fears of a 
repetition of riots and gun battles 
in wifiich two people were kilted 
and 42 -wounded in February at 
Piedras Negras on the U.S. bor- 
der. 

The violence followed acc- 
usations that the ruling Ins- 
titutional Revolutionary Party 
(PRI) had rigged mayoral ele- 
ctions to cheat the right-wing Nat- 
ional Action Party (PAN) of vic- 
tory. 

voting takes place this Sunday 
for seven state governors, all 400. 
members of the Lower House of 
Congress, and hundreds of seats in 
local assemblies and mun- 
icipalities. 

Diplomats consider i t one of foe 
most important ballots in modem 
Mexican histoiy. 

Although the dominant pos- 
ition of foe PRI is not threatened 
on a national level. Mexican pol- 
itical analysis say foe party could 


suffer major losses in foe imp- 
ortant northern states of Nuevo 
Leon and Sonora. 

In Sonora, a prosperous desert 
state bordering Arizona, the pol- 
itical temperature rose sharply a 
few days before foe poll when a 
pro -PRI newspaper in foe state 
capital of Hermosillo published 
what it said were excerpts from a 
PAN plan for electoral violence. 


The newspaper El Sonorense 
quoted the purported document 
as saying the PAN had raised 
“shock cto ups trained in martial 
arts (ana the use of} Molotov coc- 
ktails. cudgels, and hammers.” 
The alleged document added: 
“It is necessary to defend the vote 
with all our means, and if this is 
not possible, organise foe seizure 
of various public buildings of foe 
state.” 


PAN leaders denied the exi- 
stence of such plans and in turn 
renewed charges that foe gov- 
ernment party was planning mas- 
sive vote-rigging to avoid what 
would be PRl’s first defeat in ele- 
ctions for state governor in 56 
years. 


The election campaign formally 
ended oh Wednesday night and in 
his dosing speech foe PAN’s can- 
didate for governor, Adalberto 
Rosas, said it was foe PRI which 
intended to provoke violence. 

According to Norberto Coreila 
of foe PAN’s National Executive 
Committee, "the idea is to pro- 
voke violence and then use it as a 
pretext to annul the elections”. 

Mr. Rosas, a colourful 43- 
year-oid engineer, is standing aga- 
inst foe PRTs Rodolfo Felix Val- 
dez, a quiet bureaucrat who was 
minister of communications in foe 
federal government until he was 
chosen to run for foe Sonora gov- 
ernorship. 

Unlike Mr. Valdez. Mr. Rosas 
spent most of his life in his home 
state and he captured foe ima- 
gination of its 128 million inh- 
abitants last year by initiating his 
election campaign with a 1200- 
kflometre walk across Sonora, a 
bone-dry state where tem- 
peratures routinely exceed 40" 
centigrade. 

The PRI dismiss Mr. Rosas, a 
former small-town mayor, as a 
political showman, mentioning 


such vote-getting stunts as cra- 
shing a motorcycle through a bla- 
zing oarrier at a political meeting. 

But in a state where most men 
wear cowboy hats and boots and 
subscribe to unadulterated values 
of machismo (aggressive mas- 
culinity), such stunts tend to gen- 
erate admiration. 


Although foe elections are con- 
tested by eight political parties, 
attention has focused on foe PRI 
and foe PAN. 

The PAN won only 16 per cent 
of foe national vote in foe 1982 
presidential elections but has since 
scored a string of important local 
victories. 


Apart from the Piedras Negras 
riots, friction between foe PRI and 
foe PAN has erupted into violence 
in several other communities in 
recent months. 

In one of foe bloodiest inc- 
idents. 300 angry PAN supporters 
dragged the pro-PRI police chief 
of foe mountain town . of. San 
Simon Yehuaitepec from his 
home last December, stripped him 
and Crucified him on a lamp post 
before beating him to death. 









Charles, Diana boogie 
at rock concert 


LONDON (AP) — Princess 
Diana stood up and boogied with 
her husband Prince Charles in 
front of over 8,000 people Thu- 
rsday night to raise an extra £500 
($655) for charity. Her imp- 
romptu dance took place in foe 
middle of a concert by the rock . 
group Dire Straits at north Lon- 
don’s Wembley arena. During foe 
■concert, many of the audience 
began dancing in the aisles. When 
police tried to restrain them, the 
group’s leader Mark Knopfler 
said: “Heavy security, let the peo- 
ple boogie." Then he threw down 
the challenge: “If everyone stands 
up and boogies, and I mean eve- 
ryone, then I’ll take my clothes 
off.” Removing his jacket, he 
added: “And I've been promised 
£500 ($655) for foe Prince’s 
Trust,” a charity with Prince Cha- 
rles as president that helps young 
people. As foe group broke into 
an ear-splitting beat, Charles was 
among the first to stand and Diana 
was not far behind him. The 36- 
year-old prince, a classical music 
buff, bobbed and clapped in time 
to (he rhythm. But Diana, a rock 
music fan who celebrated her 24th 
birthday on July L threw herself 
into foe dancing with abandon in a 
rare moment in public when she 
let her hair down. As foe music 
ended. Knopfler announced: 
“Well, we won, didn't we." Diana 
seemed glad to agree and sat lau- 
ghing in her seat. With foe extra 
£500 ($655) raised by the imp- 
romptu boogie session, foe con- 
cert raised a total of £55,500 
($72,705) for foe Prince's Trust 


Macho man backs 
away from vital cut 


BANGKOK. (R) — Thailand's 
macho man Tek Kor backed down 
from a vasectomy only inches 
from foe scalpel and vowed to 
look for an eighth wife instead. 
Tek Kor. the meatball maker who 
has fathered 22 children by his 
seven wives, was due to have foe 
operation in a blaze of publicity at 
a family planning festival in a lux- 
ury Bangkok hotel. But Tha- 
iland’s “fiimily planning enemy 
Nb. 1" refused to go under the 
knife at the last minute, charging 
foal foe organisers had reneged on 
their promise of a $37,000 reward 
’if he agreed to foe operation. As 
4 1 -year-old Tek Kor and six of his 
wives clambered into their bat- 
tened pick-up truck, the gala’s 
organiser. Mechai Viravaidya. 
denied a reward had been offered. 


Lords vote to ban 
caning in schools 


LONDON (R) — The House of 
Lords has voted to ban caning in 
schools, long banned in con- 
tinental Europe but still widely 
practised in Britain. The upper 
house decicion could overturn 
government proposals for more 
modest reform of laws on corporal 
punishment, allowing parents foe 
final say on whether their children 
can be beaten. The Lords voted by 
a narrow majority that corporal 
punishment should be abolished 
in all state and independent sch- 
ools. 


Woman gives birth 
to septupled 


ISLAMABAD (R) — A woman 
has given birth to four sons and 
three daughters in Pakistan's Pun- 
jab province, foe official Ass- 
ociated Press of Pakistan (APP) 
reported. It said Robina Begum 
gave birth to septuples at foe vil- 
lage of Bulla Jhullan near Alipur 
in south west Punjab hut gave no 
date. “The mother and foe babies 
were quite healthy.” APP said. 


6 die after getting 
‘harmless alcohol 9 






MOSCOW ( R) — Six people died 
and two were left invalids after a 
trained medical specialist handed £ 
out a poisonous chemical to fri- 
ends in foe belief it was "a har- 
mless alcohol surrogate", a Soviet 
newspaper has said. The man. 
named only as V. Slavnov, stole 22 
litres (five gallons) of ethylene 
glycol, which smells and looks like 
pure grain alcohol but is extremely, 
dangerous, from the dispensary' 
near Moscow where he worked’, 
foe trade union daily Trod (lab- 
our) reported. A reporter at foe 
daily said Slavnov. who trained for 
several years at a medical ins- 
titute. was sentenced recently to £ 
four years in a strict regime labour 
camp. Slavnov had assured his fri- 
ends foe stolen liquid would have 
no ill effects. The next day. six of 
them were dead at the local hos- 
pital and two others are now inv- 
alids. 
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
